President Ro o sev elt asked co n­ 
gress to day to set up sev en “ re­ 
gio nal autho rities” to adminis­ 
ter federal po wer pro jects and to 
plan safeguards against flo o ds, 
dro ughts and dust sto rms. 
A co mprehensiv e pro gram fo r 
the sev en “ Little TVA’s” was 
o utlined in a special message. 
It said the hy dro -electric pro j­ 
ects which hav e been o r may be 
undertaken were part o f a “ mul­ 
tiple purpo se watershed dev elo p­ 
m ent” 
designed 
no t 
o nly 
to 
guard against nature’s calami­ 
ties but to prev ent their o ccur­ 
rence. 
“ The water-po wer reso urces o f 
the natio n must be pro tected 
fro m priv ate mo no po ly and used 
fo r the benefit o f the peo ple,” 
the president said in what was 
ex pected to be his last majo r 
legislativ e reco mmendatio n fo r 
this sessio n. 
Bills were ready fo r intro duc­ 
tio n in bo th ho uses to carry o ut 
his suggestio ns. 
The sev en regio nal autho rities 
o r agencies wo uld plan and in 
so me cases administer pro jects 
in the fo llo wing areas: 
1 — Atlantic seabo ard. 
2 — Great Lakes and Ohio v al­ 
ley .

land riv ers’ drainage basin.

The president said he wo uld 
leav e undisturbed the ex isting 
Mississippi riv er co mmissio n be­ 
cause it was “ well equipped to 
handle the pro blems immediate­ 
ly attending the channel o f that 
great riv er.”

Farm ers o f Ru sh co u nty are 
taking adv antage o f the lo nger 
day s o f Ju ne to catch u p with

On m any 
farm s the dro ne o f the tracto r 
may still be heard in the field 
lo ng after the u su al cho ring ho u r 
is p ast. The p rep aratio n o f seed 
beds and the p lanting o f sp ring 
cro p s has been m u ch later this 
sp ring than u su al and is co n­ 
flicting w ith the early su m m er 
wo rk. 
This has resu lted in a 
co ngestio n o f wo rk o n m any 
farm s and m akes an ex cep tio n­ 
ally bu sy seaso n fo r all Ru sh 
co u nty farm ers. 
“Ho wev er bu sy a farm er may 
be, it is the bu sy farm er who 
finds the time to keep his farm 
reco rds u p to date,” states Co u n­ 
ty 
Agricu ltu ral 
Agent E. 
F. 
Bro wn. “This is o ne jo b that, if 
well do ne, will m ean ex tra do l­ 
lars to the farm bu siness, and 
the tho u ghtfu l farm er will no t 
neglect this im p o rtant p art o f 
his y ear’s o p eratio ns.” 
In o rder to help lo cal farm ers 
keep their reco rd bo o ks co mp lete 
and u p to date du ring this ru sh 
seaso n Co u nty Agent Bro wn o f­ 
fers the fo llo wing su ggestio ns: 
1. Keep a p encil and the rec­ 
o rd bo o k in a co nv enient p lace 
where it will be seen each day . 
2. If y o u are inclined to get 
sleep y when y o u sit do wn after 
su p p er, make a habit o f entering 
transactio ns in the reco rd bo o k 
at no o n while the ho rses are eat­ 
ing.

They are u su ally glad to do this 
wo rk and when ap p ro ached in 
the p ro p er way may sho w Dad 
u p in the a rt o f reco rd keep ing.

Check the nu mber 
of emp ty ones, and d etermine 
the nu mber of new ones that 
will be need ed . Wire clamp jars 
shou ld be tested . For tightening, 
slip the wire ou t and p ress d own 
mid d le with thu mbs, then snajV 
back into p lace. Some jars re­ 
q u ire new cap s each y ear. In 
these cases, d o not try to u se old 
ones. 
Ru bers: Use only new ru bbers. 
The loss of a single jar, d u e to an 
old ru bber, will ju stify the p u r­ 
chase. 
Tin Cans hav e many ad v ant- 
agees when large q u antities of 
food are canned . The u se of tin 
cans the second time is not v ery 
su ccessfu l. 


Pressu re Cook er: The easiest, 
safest and most atisfactory me­ 
thod 
for p rocessing non-acid 
v egetables and meats is the p res­ 
su re cook er method . The eigh­ 
teen to thiry p art cap acity can- 
ners are the most economical 
sizes for home u se. Larger ones 
are too heav y for lifting and 
smaller ones are intend ed for 
meal cook ing, rather than can­ 
ning. 
I t’s immaterial whether 
the 
top is held on by lu gs, clamp s or 
a strong band . The top mu st be 
fitted with a p etcock safety v alv e 
and p ressu re gau ge. The p etcock 
and safety v alv e are sometimes 
combined . The three instru m ents 
shou ld be k ep t in p erfect work ­ 
ing cond ition at all times. All 
p arts of a p ressu re cook er shou ld 
be k ep t clean. In fact, absolu te 
cleanliness ap p lies to all eq u ip ­ 
ment for efficiency .

BEETLES IS NECESSARY 


The common cu cu mber beetle 
is the most d estru ctiv e incest 
p est in the home gard en and in 
melon field s. Not only d o they 
d estroy cu cu mbers, melons and 
sq u ash by feed ing on the foliage 
as beetles and on the roots in 
the larv al stage, bu t also they 
carry and sp read cu cu mber wilt. 
This d isease combined with the 
feed ing of the insect is resp on­ 
sible for a red u ction of 20 to 50 
p er cent of the cu cu mber p ro­ 
d u ction in home gard ens and 
commercial field s, accord ing to 
v ersity Agricu ltu ral Ex p erimen- 
G. E. Gou ld of the Pu rd u e Uni- 
tal Station. 
The small y ellow and black 
strip ed beetle ap p ears early in 
sp ring and feed s on the p ollen 
of flowers u ntil some cu cu rbit 
crop is av ailable. Then they m i­ 
grate into the p atch and often­ 
times d estroy the small seed lings 
in a 24 -hou r p eriod . Eggs are 
laid in the soil abou t the p lants 
and the larv ae feed on and cu t 
off 
the 
roots. 
The 
organism 
cau sing 
the 
wilt 
is 
carried 
throu gh the winter in the bod y 
of the beetle and is transm itted 
from p lant to p lant by the feed ­ 
ing of the beetle. A p lant affect­ 
ed with wilt begins to show signs 
of the d isease when the leav es 
start wilting in the heat of the 
d ay . After wilting d own for sev ­ 
eral d ay s, the p lants d ie. Ob­ 
v iou sly , the p rev ention of the 
d isease d ep end s u p on the elim- 
nation of the beetles before 
they start feed ing. 
It has been fou nd that a mix ­ 
tu re of calciu m arsenate one 
p art and d u sting gy p su m or land 
p laster nine p arts giv es good 
p rotection to the p lants if d u st­ 
ed regu larly . The first ap p lica­ 
tion shou ld be mad e as the 
p lants come throu gh the soil and 
shou ld be rep eated ev ery 
5 or 6 
d ay s, or oftener in case of rain. 
It is essential to k eep all leav es 
and stems cov ered with this mix - 
u re u ntil the first p ick ing. A 
small ;nex p ensiv e hard d u ster is 
conv enient 
for 
ap p ly ing 
this 
mix tu re. Hy d rated lime shou ld 
not be u sed on cu cu mbers as it 
has a tend ency to bu rn the 
p lants.
